That was two years ago. Yet the affirmation 


of their conviction in the summer of 1950 finds 
nil but one of the 11 out on ball, free to carry 
on the conspiracy to overthrow the United 
States. 


And the legal wheels still are grinding. 


The case still can be taken to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. The ringleaders of the Communist con- 
spiracy In the United States should have their 
affairs pretty well in hand by the time their 
case has cleared the Supreme Court.

The U.N. Slaps Down A Bully 


T-HE SECURITY Council ol the 
•"• United Nations has achieved 
this signal victory—It voted down 
Jakob Malik's refusal to recognize 
the presence of the Nationalist 
Chinese delegate, 8 to 3. 


Only Yugoslavia 
and 
India 


stood by Soviet Russia. This was 
not a vote for or against Russia. 
It was a vote for orderly pro- 
cedure, for a rejection of bully- 
ing. 


Altogether apart from the par- 


ticular issues Involved in who 
shall sit in the United Nations, 
the representatives of Nationalist 
or Soviet China, the vote gave to 
this body the dignity of authority. 
There was no compromise, no 
trading, no abstentions, 


If the United Nations is to sur- 


vive, it must be a legally con- 
ducted body in which no power, 
great or small, may act dictator- 
ially. 


There is a due process for re- 


cognizing new states or for noting 
that a change of government has 
occurred. Had Soviet Russia pro- 
ceeded properly, (it is quite pos- 
sible that the vote would have 
been different. Some of the coun- 
tries which rejected Russia at 
this session already had recogniz- 
ed Soviet China. 


Mr. Malik, however, moved in 


by an impertinence. He is presi- 
dent of the Security Council by 
the accident of rotation. That of- 
fice gives him no authority other 
than to preside and to maintain 
order. 


Yet, he attempted to use that 


office to throw out a delegate of 
a country that was, when the 
United Nations was former, so 
important as to be given a per- 
manent seat. He sought to usurp 
authority. Had he succeeded, the 
United Nations would have end- 
ed then in Complete failure. 


WHEN HIS illegal act was chal- 


lenged by the United States, So- 
viet Russia discovered exactly 
what its position is in the wotld. 


Yugoslavia's ssupport is nom- 


inal. Marshal Tito, who has pre- 
tentions to head an anti-Stalin- 
ist Communist league, cannot af- 
ford to offend any non-Russian 
Communist country. He would 
like to hope that some day, Mao- 
Tze-tung might rebel against the 
Russian conqueror and join the 
anti-Stalinist schism. It is to be 
assumed that Yugoslavia will al- 
ways vote in this manner when- 
ever a Communist country ap- 
pears before the U. N. 


As for India, it ia literally 


frightened by the Korean war and 
the possibility of this war spread- 
ing China. Premier Nehru has no 
means to withstand either a Rus- 


sian force moving out of Tur- 
kestan 
into 
Afghanistan 
and 


Pakistan or a huge Soviet Chin- 
ese army marching into Burma 
Such a force would soon over- 
come India. 


Whereas 
the 
Indians 
boast 


that they have no serious Com- 
munist 
problem in their own 


country, the fact is that Soviet 
Russia and Soviet China are 
closer to them than 
Is safe 


Should Russia have a free hand 
to move Into India, it could take 
that country without too much 
difficulty 
unless 
the 
United 


States and .Great Britain came to 
India's aid. 


That poses a dilemma for Pre- 


mier Nehru. His country has only 
been free from British control 
and British troops since Aug. 15, 
1947. If American and British 
troops return, what effect will 
that have ^upon the development 
of a free IiMia? 


ALSO, should Soviet Russia 


and Soviet China invade India, 
that country would inevitably be- 
come a battlefield between Rus- 
sia and the West. In such a situa- 
tion, Premier Nehru's government 
would not amount to much more 
than Dr. Rhee'g government now 
does in South Korea. This could 
set Indian back for a protracted 
period. 


Therefore, Premier Nehru pur- 


sues a typical Oriental course oi 
trying to put himself in the mid- 
dle as a broker between Premier 
Stalin and the West. In this man- 
ner, he expects to please Premier 
Stalin without too much offend- 
ing the West. 


After all, the United States is 


readily 
placated. 
It 
goes 
in 


strongly lor finely-spoken words. 
Premier Stalin disdains that sort 
of thing, So Premier Nehru gives 
Premier Stalin the vote and of- 
fers 
us 
some 
ambulances in 


Korea. 


But the western world stood 


solid. It presented a united front 
for order and the United Nations 
disclosed that it possesses a ca- 
pacity to withstand Russian pres- 
sures, in spite of the constant 
danger to many of these nations 
that the Communist arm of Rus- 
sian imperialism will use strikes. 
Demonstrations and violent agita- 
tion against these governments. 


France and Norway are par- 


ticularly to be praised in view 
of the pressures put upon their 
government 
by 
native 
Com- 


munists. 


When the Russian discovers 


that the world is not afraid of 
him, he will change his tactics. He 
is on the rampage now because he 
has been so successful since 1943.

Stocked For War

WASHINGTON 


A WAR-TESTED Russian policy 
1 * —accumulation of a huge 
stock pile of arms before em- 
barking on a campaign—seems to 
be paying off for the North Ko- 
reans. 


That explanation is offered In 


some military quarters here when 
the question is asked: 


How are the Red Koreans able 


to keep on pouring immense 
amounts of ammunition a n d 
equipment into a bitter war al- 
ready weeks old? 


Since Russia generally is sup- 


posed to have mapped the plans 
for the attack on the Republic of 
South Korea and to be directing 
it now by remote control, it is as- 
sumed that all the vital planning 
of supplies was dictated by Rus- 
sian army experts. 


During World War II, Russia 


s o m e t-i m e s exasperated her 
western Allies by delaying a 
needed offensive against the Ger- 
mans for weeks and months. Not 
until she had built up vast supply 
dumps, far beyond any foresee- 


able requirements, would she 
launch the offensive. 


This practice was applied to 


Russia's satellite army of North 
Koreans. The jump-off for the 
invasion was delayed until Red 
strategists estimated the North 
Korean army had more than 
enough material for an Asiatic 
blitzkrieg against the 
poorly- 


equipped South Korean army. 


The ability of the North Ko- 


reans to maintain their offensive 
at peak intensity now raises a 
question about an earlier assump- 
tion that the Reds' war plan was 
to complete their conquest before 
aid could come to the South Ko- 
reans. They wouldn't have need- 
ed to stock-pile mountains of 
ammunition 
and" hundreds of 


tanks to beat down an opponent 
armed 'with only light defensive 
weapons intended for internal se- 
curity. 


It seems now they reckoned 


with the definite possibility the 
United States would step into the 
picture.

Mr. Churchill's Grim Estimate 


J 


UST BEFORE it adjourned last 
week parliament had a discus- 


sion, In which -Winston Churchill 
took the leading part, about the 
strategic situation in Europe. 


On the facts there was no dis- 


agreement between Mr. Churchill 
and 
Emmanuel 
Shinwell, 
the 


minister of defense. Western Eu- 
rope, they said, has almost no 
immediate defense if Russia de- 
cided to attack except the deter- 
rent effect of American superi- 
ority in atomic weapons. 


Mr. Churchill had asked for a 


secret session, presumably to dis- 
cuss the conclusions to be drawn 
from this estimate of the situa- 
tion. Mr. Attlee refused to have 
a secret session. Therefore, Mr. 
Churchill's views were bound to 
be stated cryptically; 


"Between having the secret and 


making any large number of 
bombs there is undoubtedly a 
considerable interval. It Is this 
interval 
which we must 
not 


waste. 
We must endeavor to 


make up the melancholy leeway 
in military preparations which 
are pressing us today and we 
must never abandon the hope 
that a peaceful settlement may 
be reached with the Soviet gov- 
ernment if a resolute effort is 
made, not upon our present weak- 
ness but upon American atomic 
strength." 


THE BRITISH picture of Hh« 


European situation,' as expressed 
publicly by the minister of de- 
fense and by Mr. Churchill, is in 
broad terms as follows-r-the So- 
viet Union has 17.5 active divi- 
sions which in a few months 
could be raised to over 300 divi- 
sions. On the assumption, which 
in view of the proved fighting 
capacity of the Chinese and of 
the North Koreans is optimistic, 
that only half of the active divi- 
sions could be used in Europe, 
the Russians can still "launch 
over 80 divisions upon us with- 
out any further mobilization". 


Of the active divisions, one- 


third are said to be mechanized 
or amored, which would mean 
that at least 25 are available in 
the West. 


Mr. Churchill made an in- 


formed guess that on or near the 
western front the Russians have 
4,000 or 5,000 tanks "in organized 
formations". Against this he sail} 
the British, the French, the Bel-

gisns and the Americans have a 
total of 12 divisions, of which 
less than two are armored, against 
anything from 25 to 30 on the 
Russian ilde. 


The odds against us in ground 


troops on the western front are, 
on the British figures, at least 4 
to 1, and it may be as much as 
9 to 1. The tactical air position 
is not much better, and at sea, 
said Mr. Churchill, "it is probably 
true to «ay that the Russian 
U-boat menace to our trdnsocean 
lifeline and world communica- 
tions* covering all American re- 
inforcements for Europe, would 
be far more severe than were the 
German U-boats in 1939 and 1940, 
and that leemed quite enough 
then". 


MB. CHURCHILL'S estimate is 


grim, so grim that its effect on 
the continent will be profoundly 
demoralizing unless the United 
State*, can convince the people of 
the continent that we are pre- 
pared to commit all our resources 
and that we intend to commit 
them primarily to reinforcing our 
own deterrent power and that we 
shall use the deterrent power we 
have and all that we can add to 
it to support a policy which is 
neither appeasement nor a de- 
mand for Russian unconditional 
surrender, but is a policy of set- 
tlement by negotiation on the 
principle of the co-existence of 
the Communist orbit and of the 
Atlantic community. 


A maximum effort to achieve 


greater military power quickly is 
imperative. 
But, on the British 


estimate of the strategic situa- 
tion, our maximum effort will 
not be enough to achieve the se- 
curity of the Atlantic community 
unless it is focused and directed 
rightly so as to be deterrent and 
unless our diplomatic objectives 
are reduced to realizable propor- 
tions.

clusively that while we have the 
power to deter the Soviet Union, 
we do not have the power to 
contain all the revolutionary 
forces around the periphery of

containment is, for a country or 
an alliance that li numerically in- 
ferior, nonsense. Thus it may be 
possible for 80 men to surround 
and contain 12 men.

This truism is being given 
a fearful demonstration In South 
Korea, where the Americans have 
been unable to contain the North 
Koreans because there have never 
been enough Americans. 


THE 
ALTERNATIVE to a 


strategy of containment Is the 
strategy of the deterrent striking 
force. That does not mean build- 
ing nothing but B-36's. 


It does mean the organization 


and the reinforcement and the 
continual perfecting of task forces 
designed to penetrate the defenses 
of the Soviet Union itself. The 
American power to strike inside 
the Soviet Union Is what now 
protects Europe, which is other- 
wise virtually disarmed. That is 
what must protect Europe while 
it goes through the painful ef- 
fort to develop some independent 
military power of its own against 
Soviet military action to inter- 
rupt European rearmament. 


There is every reason for think- 


ing that this is substantially the 
Soviet estimate too. 


Their propaganda has been 


concentrated on an effort to neu- 
tralize our superiority in atomic 
weapons—on an effort to bring 
about American atomic disarma- 
ment. Their diplomacy has been 
concentrated on keeping the At- 
lantic community embroiled. in 
the Far East, fighting second- 
class satellites in Indo-China, Ma- 
laya and Korea. 


If they could manage both to 


disarm the United States of the 
only kind of weapon in which we 
have decisive superiority 
and 


could at the same time involve 
us in a first-rate secondary war, 
they could begin to dictate politi- 
cal terms to the undefended and 
terrified people of Europe. • 


They will, of course, not suc- 


ceed with t h e i r propaganda 
against our atomic superiority. 
But they stand a fair chance of 
diverting 
our 
mam energies, 


which need to be focused on the 
defense of the Atlantic commu- 
nity, into difficult and expensive 
secondary wars that cost Russia 
nothing in blood and nothing in 
prestige, and almost nothing in 
treasure.

Laurel, Del., is on the site of 


a tract originally known as

Reservation. 


A village known to have been 
in existence, here as early as 
1799, Laurel is the center and 
shipping point for agriculture 
products raised in the vicinity.

than any set of rules in guarding 
against the disease. 


Despite the lack of definite 


knowledge about the cause ol 
polio, Dr. Dunlap said that medi- 
cal authorities agree that cleanli- 
ness should head the list of pre- 
cautions. Although medical opin- 
ion is divided as to whether the 
virus enters the body through the 
respiratory! or intestinal tracts, 
cleanliness affords important pro- 
tection in either case, he pointed 
out. 


"We should teach children to 


wash their hands before eating, 
after fhe toilet and when the 
hands have been'soiled by either 
oral or nasal discharges," Dr. 
Dunlap advised. "They Ihould be 
taught to do it with the same care 
that has .proved so effective in 
helping physicians, dentists and 
nurses to avoid spreading infec- 
tion from the sick to the well." 


Since youngsters have a habit 


of giving hands only a "lick-and- 
a-promise", he suggested provid- 
ing a gray abrasive soap because 
the tiny particles in it do a more 
effective cleansing job even in 
cold or hard water. 


Other precautions he urged are 


to see that children get ample 
rest to avoid overtiredness, are 
kept away from crowds as much 
as possible—especially those un- 
der 10 years of age—are protect- 
ed from sudden or 
excessive 


necessary trips that would mean 
close contact with other children, 
or needless tiring, and art given 
prompt medical attention at the 
first signs of illnets, 


He 'also emphasized the avoid- 


ance of panic "because parents' 
fears are transmitted readily to 
their children".
